A The areas that report to me are Public Relations, 
all of the contribution programs, being company 
contribution programs, the things that we do in the 
community. I manage the corporate affairs programs, public 
affairs and public issues. 

Q What do you have to do with the Tobacco 
Institute ? 

A In my role I serve today on the Management 
Committee for the Tobacco Institute. 

Q Does that have mostly have to do with the 
internal running of the Tobacco Institute or mostly 
political things? 
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A N^rw'phe Management Committee was set up earlier 
this year and our purpose--and there's a representative 
from each of the member companies, and we serve more-- 
meeting once a month to try to have more regular contact 
with the Tobacco Institute, with the staff people, to help 
them in making decisions on direction that the Institute 
will take including budget decisions as well. 

Q Do you work with TIPAC? 

A No, I do not. 

Q Do you know what TIPAC is? 

A Yes, I do.

Q Have you ever been to Saint Louis?

A Well, I'ra--we've been out there with Senator 
Baker on some campaign visits, but I would have to--I'm

MR. COOK: Off the record. 
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(Discussion off the record) 


MR. COOK: Back on the record. 


Q (By Mr. Cook) So the management decisions that 

you make at the Tobacco Institute, they don't have anything 
to do particularly with--I mean, these are internal house 
management things, who does what, what they should do? Do 
you meet with the--you're a media person kind of at least 
in your background. Do you meet with them and make 
decision as to who will appear on what programs and things 
like that? 

A If there are particular issues that we're working 
on, part of our role would be to get an idea of how the 
Tobacco Institute is going to approach a particular issue, 
you know, what kind of presentation they may be making and 
what kind of people that they may make available in 
whatever the setting is. 

Q Well, are there any issues right now with respect 
to banning or restricting the use of vending machines for 
the sale of cigarettes? 

A Well, most legislatures are out so there have 

been some bills considered in 1992, and I would expect 
there will be some more bills in 1993. 

Q What is your position or what's RJR's position 
with respect to that? 

A As it relates to vending machines, our position, 
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and I think it's fair to say it reflects the position of 
the industry is that we have been supportive of measures 
that are proposed to try to further restrict access to 
vending machines to people who are underage. 

Q And why do you do that? 

A I think we take that position in this and some of 

the other things that we do that relate to youth access 
because today there's a growing concern about underage 
people being able to obtain cigarettes and if you can take 
appropriate steps to try to address that concern, that 
those ought to be--you know, that those steps ought to be 
taken. 

Q Is there any reason why you said, "Today there is 
a concern"? 

A I say that because I'm talking about in the 
reference of the time that I've been with the company. You 
know, I have not been affiliated with the tobacco industry 
or the Tobacco Institute prior to my coming to Reynolds. I 
can talk about what I know and the actions that I've been 
involved with. 

MR. COOK: Off the record. 

(Break taken from 1:15 p.m. until 1:18 p.m.) 

MR. COOK: Back on the record. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) I assume then you've had some 


connection with the Tobacco Institute's Youth Smoking 
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Program? 

A Yes, I have. 

Q Okay. And I bet you that you don't think that 
children should start to smoke? 

A I think I represent the position, not only myself 
personally but also the position of our company. 
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Q And that just dovetails as far as you're 
concerned with the vending machine thing; you recognize 
that vending machines can't tell how old you are? 

A I think that there are a number of issues that 
you look at as it relates to underage smoking and that the 
vending issue is one of them. The issue of raising minimum 
age to a standard age of 18 is another one. There are 
several-- 

Q What's wrong with 21? 

A I think society has basically made a decision 
that 18 is the age where someone can make a decision to 
smoke or not. 

Q Do you think society has made that decision or do 
you think the cigarette industry has made that decision? 

A I think people who are elected by--you know, all 
over the country who serve as State legislators have 
addressed the issue and have stated their point of view, 
and I think they represent the point of view of the people 
that they serve. 
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Q What do you think about the tobacco industry 
paying large sums of money to these people who are voting 
on this issue? They do; don't they? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

THE WITNESS: I don't know how much money is 

contributed to people because that's not information 
available to me. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) I was asking you about vending 
machines. You recognize that if you're against youth 
smoking that unrestricted access to vending machines may 
create a problem; is that true? 

A I think there are steps being taken to try to 
provide greater supervision of vending machines to try to 
limit youth access to those machines. 

Q I would really like for you to answer my 
question. I know you're an English major so you can do 
that. My question was — 

MR. CRIST: I object to your being argumentative, 

Bruce. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) --that you recognized that if 
there was unrestricted use of cigarette vending machines, 
that a problem might happen because kids can get cigarettes 
without anybody being there to supervise them, right? 

A The potential may be there that someone underage 
could have access to cigarettes by a vending machine if 
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they are not supervised. Whether they do that or not, I 
don't know, but I think part of what we're trying to do is 
to address that concern and to try to find out if there are 
ways to appropriately supervise access to those machines. 
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Q What I'm trying to find out--now I--it's my 
understanding that of the people who smoke that about 80 
percent started when they were teenagers; is that your 
understanding? 

A I would have to--have to say--you know, it 
depends on what you're terming as a teenager. 

Q A teenager means--I don't mean anything by it. 
What do you think a teenager is? 

A Well, the reason I raise that is that there are 
people who are 18 years old who can legally make the 
decision to smoke or not who-- 

Q There are people who are 14 years old that can 
make that decision legally to smoke or not depending on 
what the laws are in particular states; isn't that true? 

A There's only I think three states left in the 
country right now that don't have an age of at least 18-- 
Q So the answer to my question is, "Yes, there are 
places where 14 year olds can make that decision." You and 
I aren't engaged in a debate here, Mr. Griscom. I get to 
ask you questions; you have to answer them. There are 
places in the United States where 14 year olds can legally 
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smoke; isn't that true? 

MR. CRIST: I object to the form of the question, 

and I also object to the manner in which the question 
was delivered including the sliding of the glass. 

MR. COOK: Well, I didn't slide the glass on 
purpose, and I'm getting sick of this shit. 

MR. CRIST: The question is, are there places in 
which people under the age of 18 can lawfully purchase 
cigarettes. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) No, the question is, there are 

places in the United States where 14 year olds--you can't 

hear either--can legally purchase cigarettes; aren't there? 
A I think there is one state in the Union. 

Q Well, wait a minute; I don't care whether there 

is half a state in the Union. My question is, there are 

places in the United States or there is a place in the 
United States where 14 year olds can legally buy 
cigarettes; isn't that true? 

MR. CRIST: I object to the form of the question, 

and I also object to its delivery. You can answer if 
you know. 

THE WITNESS: And my answer to the question is, 
to the best of my knowledge, I think there is one 
state remaining in the United States where someone 
who is under the age of either 18 or 17--there's one 
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state that it's 17--where you could purchase 
cigarettes. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Well, it's legal in this state to 
purchase cigarettes at 17; is it not? 


No, the age in North Carolina has been raised to 


18

It was raised last year. 

When--the last time I was here it was still 17. 
Well, it's my understanding that the legislature 
raised the age in North Carolina to 18; I think I'm 
correct. 

Q All right. How many children do you think the 
Attorney General says start smoking a day in the United 
States?

THE WITNESS: I have not heard the Attorney 

General-- 

MR. COOK: I said, "Surgeon General." 

MR. CRIST: No, you didn't. 

MR. COOK: I meant Surgeon General. 

THE WITNESS: Could you repeat it because-- 

MR. COOK: Sure. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) How many people--how many underage 
people start smoking cigarettes daily in the United 
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1 States?

A I have no problem in educating children about the 
issues of smoking, no, sir.

Q I didn't ask you if you had a problem; I asked

you if you agree with it.

A I said, "I personally think that material in

front of kids to make them aware of issues related to 
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smoking is fine; I have no problem with that." 

Q I didn't ask you whether you were neutral on it 
or whether you didn't have a problem with it. I asked you 
if you agree with it. If you don't agree or you don't have 
any opinion about it, tell me because you're telling me you 
don't have any problem. I don't care what you've got a 
problem about. I want to know, do you agree with the 
initiatives in schools to teach children not to smoke 
cigarettes? 

MR. CRIST: I object to the form of the question, 
and I also object to the manner in which it was 
delivered. 

MR. COOK: I object to the answers so we're 


MR. CRIST: The answer was fully responsive to 
it, Bruce. 

MR. COOK: Oh, bullshit. 

MR. CRIST: You're playing with words. 

MR. COOK: I am not playing with words. 

MR. CRIST: The answer was meaningful. 

MR. COOK: The answer was meaningful to you. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Now you listen to this. You try 

this. Vice President-- 

MR. CRIST; Bruce, calm down. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) --$350,000 a year killing kids-- 
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problem with people dying from the use of your product. If 
it's okay with you, say it's okay. Don't tell me people 
know they're going to die. I don't care whether they know 
they're going to die or not. 

MR. CRISTs Object to the form. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) I want to know, do you have any 
problem with people dying from the use of your product? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

THE WITNESS: I think that people who decide to 

smoke are fully aware of the issues that have been 
out for a number of years concerning smoking and 
health, that they're aware of that. They are aware 
of the warnings that are out there and that it's a 
legal product and people, after getting information 
that's available to them, can make a decision of 
whether to use the product or not. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) And then it's okay if they make 
the decision and then they die from it-- 
A There is a-- 

Q --because I didn't ask you any of that. I asked 
you--I'm asking you personally, sir. See, you work for an 
industry that some people think shouldn't be allowed to 
exist; you're aware of that, aren't you? 

MR CRIST: Object to the form. 

A (By Mr. Cook) I mean, there are people who say 
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that you should not be able to make your product; you know 
that, don't you? 

A I think there are people who have some strong 
feelings about our industry on both sides of it, yes, sir. 

Q Yes. But, see, I mean--I really don't care 
whether there's somebody on the other side. I was just 
asking you about one side. Now there are people who will 
not--in commercial enterprises that will not accept tobacco 
industry money for advertisement, aren't there, because 
they think that it's peddling death; don't they? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

THE WITNESS: I think there are people in the 

media who make decisions not to accept advertising 
from tobacco and from other product categories as 
well and that is a decision that those publications 
make, and they make that as an editorial position for 
that publication. Yes, sir, that is true. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Do you think that children should 

be taught in school that they should not smoke cigarettes? 

A I think that children should be given all the 
information available about smoking very similar to the 
information that I make available to my own children about 
the issue of smoking. 

Q Do you think that children should be taught in 


school not to smoke cigarettes? 
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A I think that's appropriate; I have no problem 
with that. 

Q That's all I ever asked you. 

A Well, that's the same answer that I have given 

you-- 

Q No, it isn't. 

A --two times. 

Q You say you don't have any problem with it. You 
think it is appropriate that children be taught that 
cigarettes may damage their health, don't you, if they 
smoke them? You think that; don't you? 

A I think it is appropriate for children to have 
information available to them about smoking, yes, sir. 

Q What is the information that--since you designed 

this program, what is the information that they should have 
available to them? 

A There is a lot of information out there many of 
which, you know, are not part of the program that we're 
involved with or that the industry is involved with. 

Q I didn't ask you that. I asked you what 
information should be made available to the children. I 
don't care what the industry does. I think that your 
industry deliberately hoodwinks people, bribes legislatures 
and kills kids; that's what I think. So I don't care what 


your industry does. What I want to know is what you think 


c 
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the children should be taught. I don't care what the 
industry does--you, Griscom. 

MR. CRIST: I object to the form of the question, 

Bruce. In fact, you did very specifically ask him 
what was contained in the industry material and that's 
what he was trying to respond to. I understand 
there's now a new question on the table which is, 
what do you think the children ought to be taught. 

THE WITNESS: I think it's appropriate for 

children to hear information that's available to them 
from various sources including the Federal government, 
the Cancer Society, other people, that talks about the 
issues of smoking and health. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) What is that information? 

A That information talks about some of the health 

impact. 

Q What is it? I mean, I want to know what you 
think. You're an educated man. You sat by the right hand 
of the mighty when the government was going on. What 
should kids be taught, not what the American Cancer Society 
says, not this, but should kids be taught--for example, 
should kids be taught that if they start to smoke 
cigarettes, that they might become addicted to cigarettes? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Should they be taught that? 
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MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

You can answer. 

THE WITNESS: I think that children should have 

all the information available to them whether it 
involves the issues relating to smoking and health or 
whether it involves issues relating to peer pressure, 
peer influence and things like that because I believe 
there are a number of things as children grow up that 
impact them in making certain decisions, and I think 
a total program includes messages that do talk about 
health related issues but also messages that talk 
about influences they may receive from people around 
them, people they associate with and others. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Do you recall my question?. 

MR. CRIST: I object to that. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) That's my question; do you recall 
my quest ion? ■ 

A I believe your question was, what kind of 
information do I believe that children should have 
available to them. 

Q No. Perhaps that's the problem. It may be my 
northern accent that's doing this. My question to you was 
this; now listen to it very carefully. I'll write it out 
for you if you want. I said, "Should children be taught if 
they start smoking that they may become addicted to 
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cigarettes; should they be taught that"? That is my 
question. 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

Go ahead. 

THE WITNESS: I think children should be taught 

information-- 

Q (By Mr. Cook) No, I want to know, should they be 
taught this specific information--if they start to smoke, 
they'll become addicted; should they be taught that? Not 
what you want to answer--when I was in the bathroom, you 
should have answered all of those. I get to ask you these 
questions. You may think it's an unfair question or you 
don't think it's unfair. Should children in schools now be 
taught that if they start to smoke, they become addicted to 
cigarettes? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) You can say you don't have an 
opinion about it. You can say, "No," or you can say, 

"Yes," but you can't get away with telling me that they 
should be given an entire package. I want you to answer 
that question. 

A If that information is out there, put it in front 
of kids; I mean, that's how I would answer it for you. 

Q Let me ask you this. Is that information out 
there ? 
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A Yes, sir, that information is available. 

Q Okay. So then you agree that it should be put in 

front of kids, that kids should be taught this and maybe 
some other things too. I understand that. But do you 
think the children should be taught that if they start to 
smoke, they may become addicted to cigarettes? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 
It's been asked and answered about three or four or 
five times now. 

THE WITNESS: If that is an important piece of 
information that's decided to be put in front of the 
kids, then, you know-- 

Q (By Mr. Cook) I'm asking you. I'm asking 
you to determine whether it's important or not. I don't 
know. Mr. Griscom, I understand that some people are of 
the opinion that cigarette smoking is not addictive. 
Therefore, it wouldn't be right to teach children 
something--I mean, I certainly hope that you don't lie 
to your children; do you? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

THE WITNESS: No, I've never made it a policy to 
lie to anybody. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) I think it's a bad idea, and I'll 
agree with you about that. See, you think that I want you 
to give us a broad explanation, and you're going to find it 
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very unpleasant in court by the way. I want you to answer 
my question, and you said, "If they think it's important." 
That's why I asked you the question. See, you can only 
speak for yourself. Should children be taught if they 
start to smoke that they might become addicted to 
cigarettes? 

MR. CRIST: I object to the form of the question. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) You can say, "Well, I don't think 
that's important," or "I don't believe it's true, and you 
shouldn't teach them that, Mr. Cook," but I can't get you 
to answer that question. 

MR. CRIST: I object to the form of the question, 

and I also object on the basis that it's been asked 
and answered. Try it once more. 

MR. COOK: What is the answer, Mr. Crist, since 

you say it's been answered; is it "Yes" or "No"? 

MR. CRIST: The answer is that there is 
information available out there with respect to 
cigarette smoking and addiction and that Mr. Griscom 
says that it's appropriate to communicate that to 
chi1dren. 

MR. COOK: The answer then to my question is if I 
understand because I'll go on--is the answer "Yes"? 

MR. CRIST: The answer is that information-- 

MR. COOK: No, no, no, I didn't ask him--let me 
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ask that first because you apparently have a little 

difficulty understanding. 

MR. CRIST: No, I understand it, Bruce. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Okay. Is there information 
available out there that says that cigarette smoking is 
addictive? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q So I already know--do you know that I know that 

too? 

A I would expect that you did or you wouldn't have 
asked me. 

Q Okay. Now I'm asking you--the question is, since 
that information is out there, should it--"should it” be 
communicated to children? 

A Yes. 

Q Good. 

A But I think I answered that. I'm sorry; I 
thought I had answered that several times. 

Q Now should children be told that cigarette 
smoking causes lung cancer? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, Mr. Griscom-- 

A But if--go ahead. 

Q Now with respect to your initiative with children 

and smoking that Brennan Dawson is involved in—do you know 
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detail I don't know. 


How about the Family Course Consortium, who are 


they funded by? 



A The Family Course Consortium is funded by a grant 
from the Tobacco Institute. 

Q Okay. And who at the Tobacco Institute would you 
think would know the most about that? 


A About the funding? 

Q I'm sorry, about what they do, why they're 
funded, what they do, who hired tlyem? 

A Either Susan -S- tu1 or Brennan Dawson. 

MR. CRIST: Bruce, when you get to a good point,

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A Well, most of the time it would be lunch because 
we would have a weekly luncheon meeting with the President 
and then off and on depending on what events went on, I was 
normally included because of my position at the White House 
in many of the lunch type engagements, things like that.

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Senate Campaign Committee, that was a staff of about 100 
people that I had direct responsibility for in managing 
their performance and then at the White House, I had a 
staff of--probably a comparable size to what I have at 
R. J. Reynolds now which is about 70 to 75 people and then 
there were budgetary responsibilities as well on three of 
those jobs prior to coming to Reynolds.

A The only role I would have is as a part of the 
management group for the company. I do see, you know, the 
advertising before it actually goes out in the market, but 
I do not have any direct responsibility for, you know, 
putting it together or anything like that. 

Q You would understand the relationship between 

your program about children smoking and the voluntary 
advertising code of the tobacco industry though? You have 
a voluntary advertising code and-- 

A Yes, I know, but I'm not sure what the 
relationship is between the two. I know about both of 
them, yes, sir. 

Q Okay. For example, the voluntary advertising 
code, the companies have agreed not to use models under 25 
or who appear to be under 25 years old; are you aware of 
that ?

A Yes, sir. 

Q Why is that? 

A That was put in so there was no indication of 
trying to use people who might come across as young. 

Q The same reason that you wouldn't use Jimmy 
Hendrix to advertise cigarette smoking; do you know Jimmy 
Hendrix? 

A Yes, I know who Jimmy Hendrix was. I've got a 
son who is 16 and listens to his music as I did when I was 
growing up because he was really during my time. I think-- 
as it relates to musicians and people like that, I think it 
isn't just the issue of young people. I think it's also 
the issue of just using celebrities in general in 
advertising. 

Q Why? 

A I think the industry made a decision several 
years ago which is, you know, in the code not to use 
celebrities or people like that to, you know-- 

Q Why did they do that? 

A I think they decided it was not appropriate to, 
you know, use those people in tobacco advertising. 

Q What about the athletic people? 

A I would assume the same applied because the code 

was put together, you know, before I came with the company. 

Q Was it put together in 1962? 
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A There may have been one version but, you know, 
there have been a couple of revisions over the years. 

Q To the code? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Can you think of a reason why it would not be a 

good idea to have Michael Jordan do cigarette 
advertisement? 

A Yes, sir, I think-- 

Q What would be the reason? 

A Well, I think there's more than just a reason. I 
think one of them is clearly you do not want to have an 
appeal to young people and by "young people," I'm talking 
about people underage. Also I think that you do not want 
to be using people who are seen in one venue as a celebrity 
to then transfer that celebrity status over to the 
cigarette advertising. 

Q He's a role model for children? 

A I think he's a role model for moxe than just 


children. 


The things that he does advertise are something 


that old people like me generally don't use that much. 

A You probably have Nike tennis shoes though. 

Q I do have some tennis shoes but mine are made in 
the United States in Alabama because I'm an old southern 
boy and Nikes aren't made there. Do you have some pump up

A No, sir. 

Q Okay. 

A And my kids do not either.

Are you a portion of the group that channels the 


Tobacco Institute's opposition against any restrictions on 
advert ising ? 

MR. CRIST: Bruce, I'm sorry; I didn't hear the 

start of the question. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Does your committee have to do 

with dealing with proposals to restrict advertising? 

A Only in the sense that we would have an overview 
from the Federal or State side of TI to talk about what 
programs and issues they're facing but not in terms of 
designing them. 

Q Well, there was a proposition out in 

San Francisco to ban advertising from public transportation 
of cigarettes; are you familiar with that? 

A No, sir, I'm not. 

Q I'm trying to understand, since you don't try to 

get people to smoke with advertising, why you're opposed to 
any bans on advertising. 
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A Yes, sir. 

Q Do you know what the FDA is? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What are they? 

A Federal Trade Commission and the Federal Trade 
Commission has the responsibility to look at trade 
advertising practices in this country. 

Q What are they constitutionally? 

A That I don't know. 

Q Independent regulatory agency. 

A But they were established by Congress. 

Q All right. The FTC and the Cotigress and other 
people require restrictions on advertising and require you 
to put certain warnings on cigarette packages and in your 
advertisements; are you aware of those? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form of the question. 

MR. COOK: Congress requires it.

requires warnings? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) Do you think the warnings are 
appropriate? 

A I think that the warnings--again decisions were 
made to put information out for consumers in general and 
Congress made that decision and passed the law that the 
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warnings are an appropriate statement from the Surgeon 


General 


Now with your background you don't agree with 



everything Congress does; do you? 

A I probably, because I have a political persuasion 
which you're aware of, have been on different sides of 



issues . 


Q Well, see, that's why I asked you the question. 
I realize what Congress required to be done. I know what 
they did. I even know how they were induced to do it by 
the tobacco industry. 

MR. CRIST: I object to that, Bruce. 


MR. COOK: You're going to really object to it 


later. 

Q (By Mr. Cook) But my question to you is, do you 
think that the warnings that are on cigarettes, that 
they're useful, that they're appropriate?’ I know they're 
required. Do you— 

A I think--I didn't mean to interrupt you if you 
were going to say something. 

Q Sure. You understand my question. 

A I think that warnings are appropriate in the 
sense that a decision was made that this ought to be 
available and that it provides increased awareness to 
issues regarding smoking and health. 
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Q Okay. Perhaps if I put it in a different fashion 
for you--just assume for a minute that Reynolds was not 
required by Congress--not by Congress but by the laws of 
the United States to place the warnings that they do place 
on cigarette packages. If you were asked in an executive 
meeting--let's just say they suddenly removed them and 
Congress passed a law saying there will be no further 
warnings required by the laws of the United States on 
cigarette packages. The cigarette companies are free to 
warn or not to warn as they see fit. Would you think that 
a warning would still be appropriate? 

MR. CRIST: Object to the form.of the question. 
It's hypothetical in nature. Go ahead. 

THE WITNESS: Because there is in my mind a wide 
awareness of the issues on smoking and health, I would 
think that, you know, that information is already 
out there. It's already available. ; 

Q (By Mr. Cook) So there would be no reason to put 
them on there; there wouldn't be any reason to tell people 
in the future? 

A I think the information is there, and I think 
that information will continue to be there because I 
clearly have not seen, you know, anything over the years 
that has decreased the amount of information that people 
are aware of relating to smoking and health. 
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Q Well, apparently there's some difference of 
opinion as to whether cigarette smoking is addictive or 
not; do you agree that there's a difference of opinion? 

A Yes, sir, I do. 

Q All right. What do you think? 

A As a parent? 

Q No, no, what do you think about---do you think 
they're addicting or not? 

A I think there are different meanings to the word 
"addiction," and that's why I started off my reason— 

Q Well, see, you obviously have a meaning 

personally of what you think addicting means; don't you? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Okay. I don't care to know what your definition 

is because I may ask you later, and I probably will but do 
you think that cigarettes are addicting? 

A And for me to answer your question I have to put 
it in a context for you.

Q Then they pay more than you do? 

A That is correct. 

Q Has there been any discussion about disbanding 
the Tobacco Institute? 

A Not since I've been here, no. 

Q I'm going to do it for you. 

A Pardon me? 

Q I'm going to do it for you. 


Q When you have your discussions about the Tobacco 
Institute, do you keep minutes? 

MR. CRIST: Is this the Management Committee? 

MR. COOK: The Management Committee, yes.

A I think that potential is there, yes, sir. As I 
mentioned earlier, to me there are two reasons not to use 
celebrities and that is one of them. 

Q You're A2? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And so you were 22 or 21 when cigarette 
advertising was taken off the radio and television; it was 
taken off in 1971? 

A 1971—yeah, I would have been 21 years old. 

Q Can you remember the Winston jingle? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Can you remember that there were three? 

A No, I can't. 

Q We'll start--let's see--"Winstons taste good like 

a"? 

A "Cigarette should." 


Q "It's what's up front that"? 
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A "Counts," and I didn't know that was a Winston 

ad. 

Q Yes, it sure was. 

A I thought that was a Lucky Strike ad. 

Q No, it's a Winston ad. There's one more and 
it's, "It's not how long you make it; it's"? 

A That one I don't know. 

Q "How you make it long." 

A That I didn't know.

Q Okay. You wouldn't have any problem having the 
age to smoke cigarettes be 21? 
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A I think if there's a change of opinion to do 
that--you know, that issue is out there right now, and I'm 
comfortable that that decision is 18; and we're working to 
make that-- 

Q Are there people who have proposed that the age 
be raised to 21? 

A I'm not aware of a proposal to 21; I am aware of 
some to 19. There's at least one or maybe two states where 
it's 19. 

Q Do you object to that? 

A If that is the decision that is made, that is, 
you know-- 

Q I mean, the Tobacco Institute may take a position 
on that legislation; what's your feeling about whether you 
should take a position against it or for it? 

A You know, I can’t--I mean, I haven't--to be 
honest with you, I haven't thought about-those issues 
because I've never, you know, been asked to react or 
respond to that issue. 

MR. COOK: Thank you. I have nothing further.
